The prior arts of record do not teach a system and a method comprising: 
transmitting a frame from a transmitting device to a receiving device via a 
communication network of a data storage system; enabling an encoding operation of 
said transmitting device to encode decoded data into encoded data and transmitting 
said encoded data in said frame via said communication network if said receiving device 
has a decoding operation capable of decoding said encoded data into said 
decoded data; and disabling said encoding operation and transmitting said decoded 
data in said frame via said communication network to said receiving device if said 
receiving device does not have said decoding operation capable of decoding said 
encoded data into said decoded data. 

The examiner considers the applicants' claims 1-25 to be allowable based on the 

claim interpretation and the aforesaid prior arts of record.
